More than half of the entire stock in The 
Andover Shop, Inc., at 127 Main street was 
stolen early Friday night in a carefully 
planned but bold break, Three men and two 
machines were involved in the robbery, 
according to the story told police by a local 
woman who saw the clothing being removed 
from the store. 

The break took place about nine o'clock, 
an hour after Clarence Buckley, the manager, 
had closed up shop for the night. Leon David- 
son, who conducts a grill next door to The 
Andover Shop, had locked up shortly before 
nine. Buckley had gone home to bed across 
the street and he told police that he had 
heard an automobile stop outside but had 
thought nothing of it. 

Shortly after nine Stephen Hanson, a boy 
who lives in the neighborhood, noticed the 
door open wide and ran across the street to 
inform Buckley. When police arrived they 
found the glass door smashed, and the racks 
on one side of the store bare.

Forces Retirement after Thirty Years as 


Ill Health 


Headmaster 


Head of Academy—Professor Forbes Named 
Acting Headmaster 


Dr. Alfred E. Stearns, for thirty years 
headmaster of Phillips academy, has resigned 
because of ill health, according to an an- 
nouncement made at the meeting of the 
Trustees Sunday. Dr. Stearns has been ill 
since a year ago November, and i present 
in Nice, France, attempting to recover. The 
trustees named Professor Charles H. Forbes 
acting headmaster and also named Dr. 
Stearns headmaster-emeritus. 

The resignation was dispatched in a letter 
from Nice dated January 1 and sent to 
Professor James Hardy Ropes, the then 
chairman of the Board of Trustees. Professor 
Ropes, however, died two days before the 
letter reached Andover, Dr. Stearns gave as 
his reasons for resigning: ‘‘the best interests 
of the institution require that the helm shall 
be entrusted to younger hands,” and “it 
seems the part of wisdom to refrain from 
work which involves such continuous strain 
as that which the headmaster’s position de- 
mands.”’ He hopes to do some writing and 
lecturing in the future. 

The resignation came entirely unex: 
pectedly. Professor Forbes has been acting 
as headmaster since the beginning of Dr. 
Stearns’ illness and he will continue in this 
position until the trustees appoint a perman 
ent successor. He has been head of the Latin 
department since 1892, five years before Dr, 
Stearns first took up an instructorship at the 
academy 

Moderator Question Unsettled 

It is not as yet definitely known whether 
Doctor Stearns will be able to be here to act 
as moderator at the annual town meeting,

Impose $200 Fine 
on Tufts Student 


A fine of $200 was meted out at the first 
session of criminal court in Salem Monday 
afternoon to Charles D, Glennie, North 
Andover Tufts student who was the operator 
of a car which collided with another car on 
the Andover by-pass October 8, killing one 
man and seriously injuring another. Judge 
Frederick W. Fosdick imposed the fine when 
Glennie pleaded guilty to a charge of operat- 
ing to endanger. 

The accident caused a great deal of sym- 
pathy for the student and resentment against 
college fraternity initiation measures, Ac- 
cording to the story told at the preliminary 
trial on a charge of manslaughter young 
Glennie had been forced to walk 35 miles the 
night before in a Tufts fraternity initiation 
stunt, He started for home in his machine 
following the completion of the hike, and 
while driving along the by-pass, the car 
swerved and struck the other machine head- 
on. The young man had evidently dozed off 
at the wheel.

Andover once again is prepared for another 
special town meeting Wednesday night, this 
time for the purpose of thrashing out again 
the once buried question of the location of the 
state school here in Andover, Over a hundred 
petitioners have asked that the town recon 
sider its decision against the school, made at 
the last annual town meeting. Sentiment 
1inst the proposal is still the same as it was 
a year ago when the town had the Governor 
reject the plan 

At that time many prominent people 
intervened for the town, among them being 
the late Calvin Coolidge, ex-president of the 
United States. Mr. Coolidge lived in North- 
ampton, a town which has a similar institu 
tion, and he pleaded with Governor Ely to 
change the proposed location from Andover 
to some other place because of the injury 
which would be done to the two academies 
here. 

The first letter which the late Mr. Coolidge 
sent to the State House in Boston was dated 
March 23, 1932. It read in part: 

“T have a very pronounced opinion con 


cerning the necessity of maintaining the | 


integrity of our preparatory schools. My 
views on that question were expressed in an 
address which I made at Andover at their 
celebration in 1928, which I am venturing to 
send you 

“Ttseems to me that Phillips academy and 
Abbot academy are located and cannot be 
moved and they ought to be protected in 
every possible way by the Commonwealth 
Even though some preparation has been made 
to locate your new school, it can be given 
some other location without anywhere near 
the loss that would accrue to the public by 
locating it in Andover. 

“T have hesitated to offer any suggestions 
to you because I know from experience that 
you are on the ground and have access to all 
source of information, which I do not have 
Nevertheless 1 hope it might be helpful to 
you to have my opinion, 

“T am sending a copy of this letter to Dr 
George M. Kline.”

A second letter from the ex-President was 
sent March 30, 1932. It read in part 

“T ventured to write to you in part because 
our Constitution is very explicit in directing 
the Commonwealth to cherish such institu 
tions of learning. About all it does in that 
direction now is some privileges of tax exemp 
tion, I disliked to bother you about this be 
cause I know the difficulties and realize 
that with your information you will take the 
best course possible, but I did so in this case

sider and to advocate that a referendum shall 
be taken on the question at the coming an- 
nual town election in March.

His going makes 
a great loss to Exeter as well as to Andover, 


because his attitude of constant friendship | 


and understanding has been of tremendous 
help to us. There will be sadness here. We 
had all hoped that Dr. Stearns’ health would 
improve so that he would be able to resume 
his work 

“This is no time for an appraisal of what 
Mr. Stearns has done for Andover, but three 
things must stand out: 

“The modern Andover was built by him. 
Anyone who has seen the beauties of that 
New England school at the present time 
must realize that there was someone who was 
spending his days and nights planning for the 
school. Mr. Stearns did just that 

“There have been few men in the country, 
if there have been any, who have had such 
high ideals for athletics as Mr. Stearns has 
had. When one reads about college athletics, 
particularly at the big universities, and the 
problems involved, and then sees how steady 
and sane and successful Andover has been in 
the last thirty years, again one thanks Mr. 
Stearns. 

“Someone has said that life is not adding 
a sum, but painting a picture, That is exactly 
what Mr. Stearns has done in his work at 
Andover. The picture which he has painted is 
a very wonderful one, and it has been finished 
as far as he is concerned because he has the 
sense of duty of a true New Englander of the 
best type, the conscience of a Puritan and 
those spiritual qualities which at the present 
time seem to be so rare and are so much 
needed. 

“All of us, at Exeter, boys and teachers, 
wish to express to the boys, alumni and 
teachers of Andover our own feeling of 
gratitude for what Mr. Stearns has done for 
us as well as for them, and to express the 
hope that there are anmy years ahead when 
his influence and friendship will help both 
schools.” 


Witness Exhibit 
of Miss Dalton’s 


Many people gathered at the November 
club Monday afternoon to witness an ex- 
hibit of the paintings of one of Andover’s 
most promising young artists, Miss Frances 
Dalton. Miss Dalton recently spent two 
years in Southern France, Spain and Italy 
on a scholarship awarded her by the Boston 
Museum of Fine Arts. 

Miss Dalton’s portraits show the influence 
of her Boston training, with a good quality of 
paint surface and competent execution. 
Those who viewed the paintings were most 
favorably impressed with the portraiture. 
Miss Dalton’s favorites, and incidentally the 
ones which attracted the most attention, 
were a portrait of an Italian peasant woman 
and one of a very portly old gentleman. The 
peasant woman is a remarkable bit of work 
for a young artist and it certainly presages a 
brilliant future. 

The woman's hands are particularly ex- 
sressive. The portly gentleman also offers an 
interesting study in portraiture, aside from 
the fact that his very size makes him an 
object which would attract attention. Miss 
Dalton relates that her studio was on the 
seventh floor and there were no elevators. 
One can imagine the pleasure the gentleman 
derived out of mounting the many stairs. 

Miss Dalton had sever copies in the ex- 
hibit, including copies of Raphael, Titian, 
Rembrandt, and Tintoretto. The best re- 
production is probably that of Raphael’s 
“Frescoe,” while Tintoretto’s “ Deposition” 
occasioned much comment. 

In landscapes, Miss Dalton’s later work 
shows more freedom in brushwork and broad- 
er and simpler vision and design. She bene- 
fited by her work abroad by this greater 
freedom which is shown in her New Hamp- 
shire landscape done since her return. This 
freedom may also result in a more varied 
vallette than she used abroad with more 
uminosity in color 

Her paintings as a whole show the result 
of hard work and careful training. She has 
the tools at her command to say whatever 
she may wish with them. Her own observance 
and experience will widen her horizon and 
carry her work forward to a point toward 
which the present exhibit makes a highly 
creditable beginning. 

The Addison gallery plans to put these 
paintings on exhibit March 1 to March 15. 


The exhibition of oil paintings by Miss 
Frances Dalton, which was shown Monday 
afternoon at the November club house under 
the auspices of the Art department of the 
club, attracted a large number of people 
from both Andover and Lawrence. 

As one entered one was immediately im- 
»ressed by the amount of work accomplished 
»y this young woman during her two years of 
study abroad. 

Miss Dalton studied at the School of the 
Museum of Fine Arts in Boston for seven 
years and was awarded the Page Travelling 
Scholarship, the highest award given by the 
school. For the last two years she has been 
travelling and painting in Italy, France, 
Spain, and Holland. She also visited England. 
Most of her work was done in the south of 
France and in Italy. 

Particularly strong is the study of an 
Italian peasant woman dressed in a black 
dress, an apron and lace cap, with her rough, 
patient hands folded on her lap. The hands 
are unusually impressive, expressing much 
to the observant person, 

An Italian woman's head is beautifully 
done and one is at once struck not only by the 
fine modeling of the features but by the 
tragic eyes. Having lost three sons in the late 
war her expression is not to be wondered at, 

Above the stage is an unusually fine copy 
of The Dwarf by Velasquez, for the recipient

A request for a permit to erect a gasoline 


filling station in the Christmas tree lot at| 


Shawsheen square was refused Monday after- 
noon following a hearing in which sentiment 
seemed overwhelmingly against the proposal. 
Roy E. Hardy appeared in favor of it, while 
several property owners from the vicinity 
spoke against it, 

Selectman Frank H. Hardy presided. Roy 
Hardy was the first speaker. He stated that 
the district involved was a business district 
which included the bakery, post office, store, 
garage, laundry, and Spa. He felt that since 
many others had been granted permits, he 
should be accorded a similar privilege. His 
plans, he said, called for a station similar in 
style to the old State House in Boston. The 
cutting down of trees, he added, would help 
the traffic situation in the square. 

Cornelius A. Wood was the principal 
speaker for those opposed. He stated that in 
spite of any decree by previous planning 
boards or others, Shawsheen essentially a 
residential district, there being 500 houses in 
the neighborhood. This residential property, 
according to every property-holder there, 
would be hurt, he stated. Assessed values and 
in turn the town’s income would be decreased, 
a bad thing in these days. 

Mr. Wood’s second point was that this

German F ellowship 


Won by Local Girl 


The announcement that Claire Duemling 
of Andover, senior at Boston University’s 
college of practical arts and letters, has won 
the third annual college German Club Fel- 
lowship for a year’s study in Germany during 
1933-1934 was made Saturday through the 
report of a special scholarship committee 
composed of Dr. Marshall L. Perrin, profes- 
sor of Germanic languages, and Dr. Samuel 
M. Waxman, professor of Romance lan- 
guages, both of the college of liberal arts 
faculty, and Miss Lilli Kleinberg, college of 
practical arts and letters ’26. The committee’s | 
decision in favor of Miss Duemling was unan- | 
imous. 

Miss Duemling will leave in June for Ger- 
many, where she will remain until September, | 
1934, She will begin her studies at the Uni- | 
versity of Marburg, will transfer to the Uni- | 
versity of Berlin for the winter months, and 
hopes to take courses at some other leading 
German university, as yet undetermined, | 
before returning home. Before sailing, she 
will register for her Master’s degree at Boston | 
University, towards which her work at the 
foreign universities will be credited. While 
abroad, she intends to take advantage of the 
opportunity to travel extensively in Ger 
many. She plans to teach German after 
receiving her Master’s degree. 

An average of 96.16 per cent for four years’ 
work in German, and an all-round scholastic 
average of over 90 per cent in her other stud- 
ies constitute Miss Duemling’s college record. 
Since her entrance into the college, she has | 
always been prominent in the affairs of the | 
German club, of which she was secretary for 
two years. She has acted in four club plays, 
taking the leading role in the 1932 produc- 
tion. She has also been an active worker in 
the college Y. W. C. A., and is a leading | 
member of the Psychology club. In addition 
to dividing her time between her studies and 
extra-curricular activities, she has worked 
her way through college 

In the case of the two previous annual | 
awards of the $500 traveling Fellowship, 
Dean T. Lawrence Davis and Mrs. Josephine 
Haskell of the college faculty, German club 
adviser, have selected the winner, This 
arrangement was made as far back as 1926, 
when the German club Fellowship was first 
established, although for financial reasons it | 
was not awarded for the first time until 1931, 
This year, however, the leading candidates 
for the fellowship were all of such high quality 
that in order to obtain an unprejudiced deci- 
sion the standing committee of judges placed | 
the matter in the hands of the special com- | 
mittee. In their opinion, Miss Duemling was | 


“the best all-round candidate to represent 
Boston University and the university’s | 
College of Practical Arts and Letters in 


Germany for the school year of 1933-34.”
